INDIANAPOLIS, itfov. 11—"There is no question about the 


strike of coal miners being ended," one of the highest officials of 
the United Mine Workers told the United Press. 
"We expect 


the men to obey the withdrawal order. All of the powers and 
influences of the union will be brought to bear immediately to gel 
the men to return to work. We expect argument in some quar- 
tern for a few days, but we are convinced that the union miner? 
will look at this in the same light that we do" 


Immediately after the meeting adjourned, the officials hur- 


ried to trains to return to their local posts. There is no ques- 
tion but that the union officials intend their action to be tin- 
ending of the strike. 


The withdrawal order was drafted early today. 
It will be 


submitted to the court and must have' the Judge's approval be 
fore it can be placed in the mails. 
It must be in the mail by six 


p. m. today. 


The utmost secrecy was kept during the day and night. 


The doors leading to the conference room were carefully guardeo. 
The decision to call off the strike was not reached until aftei 
strenuous oposition by one group. 


The attorneys for the union advised complying with the 


Judge's ruling- No vote was taken at the conclusion of the de- 
bate it is understood. One hundred and six men were in the 
conference room and witnessed the signing and were given an 
opportunity to do so. The deciding power was in Lewis' hands. 
After he heard the expressions of the other union officials he 
ruled that the sentiment was undoubtedly in favor of complying 
with the court's order. 


The final decision hinged on the question of Americanism. 


Many of the men born in foreign countries declared they could 
not go against the government of their adoption although they 
bdieved their cause was just.

OUR REGISTRATION FIASCO 


Now that the election is over and our thoughts begin to turn 


toward the coining spring primary, and a condition which was 
conducive to much ill-feeling at the fall primary will again con- 
front voters generally. That condition is the matter of party 


t registration. Under the registration law now upon the statute 
book* "»t each registration of voters under the laws of the state 
th« votera shall be enrolled according: to their party preference 
•ltd affiliation." 


The registration also provides that "an elector refusing to 


utate hia political preference cannot vote a party ballot at a pri- 
mary election," but such "refusal to state his political party dote 
not dittquulify a voter from voting a non-partisan ballot."' 


The law al»o provides in boroughs and townships that the

borough alone more than fifty otherwise fully qualified voters ! 
Were denied the privilege of voting at the party primary las*, j 
iali because the election board adhered strictly to the "letter oi 
the law" to cover nuch matters in the citiese where personal reg- 
istration is required 


This should not be so. The law. in its instruction to election 


officers nays: "Let no one vote who is not entitled to by.the 
law, and reject no vote that is KO c ntitL-J," and to borrow . a 
comparison, it ia, better that ten illegal voles shall be cast than 
that one man justly entitled thereto shall be dented the right of 
!> franchise. 


The law is lame in that it makes no specific provision foi- 


the correction of mistakes such as came to light in deal-field, 
where men born and raised in the district whose party affiliations 
were known to all men, including the election board, were rnac:o 
to MulTer for the error of the Assessor or the transcribing clerks 


• in preparing the lists from the Assessor's books and refused per- 
rtiistsion to participate in their primary nominations. 


The election board attempted to do the right thing as they 


viewed the strict letter of the law, even tho realizing they were 
doing an injustice to their fellow citizens.

the 
election 


laws, however, are susceptible of broad interpretation where the 
facts are open and above board and no intent to wrong or defraud 
IB apparent or can be suspected. 


The law us it pertains to boroughs and townships should be 


corrected to cover the possible errors of the Assessors and trans- 
cribing clerks and the Clearfield county members of the next 
legilaturt: will be asked to offer such amendment to the party 
registration law, but meanwhile or for the coming Spring Pri- 
mary, which will be held on Tuesday.

You will need three strips, 2 in. wide, 
one strip 3 in. wide, and another about 
4 in. wide—all about 25 in. long.

uprights, you will need three pieces, 
"is in. thick, about 4 in. wide, and 11 
in. long. 
Of course, you might get 


the material at a lumber yard, but you. 
will probably find it. in the kindling 
pile. 
If your tools are sharp and you 


are expert with them, you might work 
it up out' of oak, birch, or other hard 
wood. 


The three uprights should be cut out. 


according to the pattern shown in the 
drawing. The 3-inch strip forms the 
bottom; 'the 4-inch strip forms the 
lower part of the back; and the three 
2-inch strips are nailed on as shown. 
Use shingle nails with pine; screws 
with oak.

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OUR REGISTRATION FIASCO 


Now that the election is over and our thoughts begin to turn 


toward the coining spring primary, and a condition which was 
conducive to much ill-feeling at the fall primary will again con- 
front voters generally. That condition is the matter of party 


t registration. Under the registration law now upon the statute 
book* "»t each registration of voters under the laws of the state 
th« votera shall be enrolled according: to their party preference 
•ltd affiliation." 


The registration also provides that "an elector refusing to 


utate hia political preference cannot vote a party ballot at a pri- 
mary election," but such "refusal to state his political party dote 
not dittquulify a voter from voting a non-partisan ballot."' 


The law al»o provides in boroughs and townships that the

Were denied the privilege of voting at the party primary las*, j 
iali because the election board adhered strictly to the "letter oi 
the law" to cover nuch matters in the citiese where personal reg- 
istration is required 


This should not be so. The law. in its instruction to election 


officers nays: "Let no one vote who is not entitled to by.the 
law, and reject no vote that is KO c ntitL-J," and to borrow . a 
comparison, it ia, better that ten illegal voles shall be cast than 
that one man justly entitled thereto shall be dented the right of 
!> franchise. 


The law is lame in that it makes no specific provision foi- 


the correction of mistakes such as came to light in deal-field, 
where men born and raised in the district whose party affiliations 
were known to all men, including the election board, were rnac:o 
to MulTer for the error of the Assessor or the transcribing clerks 


• in preparing the lists from the Assessor's books and refused per- 
rtiistsion to participate in their primary nominations. 


The election board attempted to do the right thing as they 


viewed the strict letter of the law, even tho realizing they were 
doing an injustice to their fellow citizens.

laws, however, are susceptible of broad interpretation where the 
facts are open and above board and no intent to wrong or defraud 
IB apparent or can be suspected. 


The law us it pertains to boroughs and townships should be 


corrected to cover the possible errors of the Assessors and trans- 
cribing clerks and the Clearfield county members of the next 
legilaturt: will be asked to offer such amendment to the party 
registration law, but meanwhile or for the coming Spring Pri- 
mary, which will be held on Tuesday.

You will need three strips, 2 in. wide, 
one strip 3 in. wide, and another about 
4 in. wide—all about 25 in. long. 
For 


uprights, you will need three pieces, 
"is in. thick, about 4 in. wide, and 11 
in. long. 
Of course, you might get 


the material at a lumber yard, but you. 
will probably find it. in the kindling 
pile. 
If your tools are sharp and you 


are expert with them, you might work 
it up out' of oak, birch, or other hard 
wood. 


The three uprights should be cut out. 


according to the pattern shown in the 
drawing. The 3-inch strip forms the 
bottom; 'the 4-inch strip forms the 
lower part of the back; and the three 
2-inch strips are nailed on as shown. 
Use shingle nails with pine; screws 
with oak. 
Bore two half-inch holes 


through the upper strip, before it if 
fastened on, so that the rack may be 
hung on two nails.

When the carpenter work is com- 


plete, trim up all the joints, sandpaper 
it thoroughly, and give it two coats of; 
white "outside" paint. 
As tins and 


covers are usually between 9 and 10 
inches in diameter, each compartment 
will hold several of them. It is per- 
fectly possible, however, to add an- 
other compartment, allowing 11 inchei 
between the uprigh.s.
